Then there is the same process, 
only instead of stopping to hail 
your supposed chauffeur, you con- 
tinue to walk side-ways and make 
the ‘same gestures. — . 


There are.:many odd ways to 
secure your hitch, such-as the fol- 
lowing: Lie down in ‘the center 
of the road, When a .car comes 
along, the driver will stop and 
jump from his car.‘ This process 
has been carried out with great 
success in almost. every state ‘of 
the union. ; : 


‘I believe. with this small amount 
of information you are now ready 
to take a nice vacation for ‘practi- 
cally nothing. You will be able 
to reach almost any destination 
much more safely than if you 
used the old-fashion method of 
“riding the rods.” But then, after 
all, I wouldn’t recommend hitch- 
hiking to you as it is against the 
law in twenty-eight of the United 
States.
